and nouv firs at the right hand of 
that glorious place on high, ever 
living to make interceTion for all 
that believe. Secondl, bleſs God 
for his holy word, and beg that ir 
may be to thee as it was to David 
ſweeter then hony and the hony- 
comb, and that it may be ſo ble(- 
ſed, thatit may do thy Sou! good, 
and thac the inſtrucuons ' of the 
word may teach thee, and the re- 
prehentions of the Word to weak- 
en Sin in thee, and that the exhor- 
tations may perſwade thee, and 
the conſolations comfort thee, and 
when thou haſt been hearing the 
word thou muſt examine what 
word it was that met with thy 
Soul, and make nuich of that, and 
if thou wouldeſt ſpend thy time in 
hearing and praying and praiſing 
their would be no ſpare time for 
walking up and down, untieſſa- 
| rily ; 
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rily. Now to you that are Ma- 
ſters of Families, it is your duty 
to pray privately to your Families 
every day, but begin with prayer 
on the Lords day in che Morning, 
and chen pray with thy Family, 
and ſobring thy Children and Ser- 
vants tothe hearing of the word 
powerfully preached , and after 
repeat, and ſo to Prayer, and thus 
ſpend the Lords day in holy exer- 
ciſes, then thou wilt undoubted- 
ly be more fit to ſerve God in thy 
Particular calling in the Week, 
and then thou maiſt expe a 
bleſſing ſrom heaven upon all thou 
haſt, for it is the bleſſing of God 
maketh rich,and addeth no ſorrow 
with it. 

Bur thoſe Scriptures that you 
have brought are for keeping of 
the ſeventh day. Ir is true, the 
ſeventh day was the Jewiſh Sab- 
bach ,bur we find a chayge of che 
day after the reſurrection, and the 
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goſpel ordinances were admint- 
itred on that day,it was that davin
